Mr. Ball. Did you say anything about the President being shot? 

Mrs. Roberts. No. 

Mr. Ball. You were working with the television? 

Mrs. Roberts. I was trying to clear it up to see what was happening and try to find 
out about President Kennedy. 

^ Mr. Ball. Why did you say to this man as he came in, “You are in a hurry”-whv 
did you say that? . ’ 

Mrs. Roberts. Well, he just never has come in and he was walking unusually fast 
and he just hadn’t been that way and I just looked up and I said, “Oh you are in a 
hurry.” 

Mr. Ball. You mean he was walking faster than he usually was? 

Mrs. Roberts. Yes. 

Mr. Ball. When he came in the door, what did he do? 

Mrs. Roberts. He just walked in— he didn’t look around at me— he didn’t say 
nothing and went on to his room. 

Mr. Ball. Did he run? 


Mrs. Roberts. He wasn’t running, but he was walking pretty fast-he was all but 
running. 

Mr. Ball. Then, what happened after that? 

Mrs. Roberts. He went to his room and he was in his shirt sleeves but I couldn’t 
tell you whether it was a long-sleeved shirt or what color it was or nothing and he got 
a jacket and put it on— it was kind of a zipper jacket. He was zipping it up as he went 
out the door. 


I reconstructed the time it took to walk from the house at 1026 North 
Beckley to the scene of the Tippit murder. There were several possible 
routes. The most direct route required 12 minutes walking time. However I 
also took a more indirect route, in light of the testimony of Helen Markham 
that she saw Oswald crossing Patton Street rather than walking in front of 
her along Patton (which would have been the most direct route) and this 
route at a normal walking pace could be readily done in 14 minutes. If 
Oswald arrived at his rooming house shortly before one o’clock and stayed 
three or four minutes, it was obvious that even at a normal walking pace he 
could be at the scene of the Tippit murder at the time it occurred— around 
1.15 pm. See the map on page 386 showing Oswald’s activities after he left 
the TSBD Building. 

After the assassination, there was much comment about whether Oswald 
could have left the TSBD Building after the- assassination, reached his 
rooming house and from there arrived at the scene of the Tippit murder. 
Apart from the fact that all of our time checks showed that this could be 
readily accomplished, the facts are that we know he was seen in the TSBD 
Building two or three minutes after the assassination, and we know he was 
the gunman who killed Officer Tippit. 

Although Ball and I felt that Mrs. Roberts was a witness subject to the 
same kind of inaccuracies as the bus driver McWatters and the cab driver
